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INTRODUCTION. | 


As the Rights of Man have made conſiderable 
progreſs among the people, and have been well received by 
the BRETHREN, and, as we have been ſerved up with the 
Rights of Women, and the Rights of God alſo; I preſume it 
will be apology ſufficient for this feeble addreſs on the 


Rights of the Devil. It is almoſt a general practice for two- 


penny authors to depreciate the works of others, in order 
to impoſe their own produttion upon the public with 
greater facility ; this ſhall not be the caſe with me, for 


when an author has uſed his utmoſt endeavour to ſerve the 


people by inſtructing and enlightening them, he ſurely de- 
ſerves well of his country. And in my opinion, the name 


of P——n will go down to poſterity with honour, for his 


inyaluable writings called Rights of Man, &c. &c. The 
lady who wrote the Rights of Momen, is certainly entitled 
to the thanks of her ſex in particular, and of the country in 
general; inaſmuch as ſhe defeated the puny reaſonings of a 
Burke, whoſe apoſtacy renders him contemptible in the 
eyes of all men.—The Rights of God, by a Rector in the 
neighbourhood of Birmingham, was not wrote with that 
good view, which was the ſole object of the two former

rights of rectors to impoveriſn their pariſhioners, and thoſe

and divine, and thoſe rights which belong to God only,

—Oh, what terrible libertiniſm of 
mind ! what wretched impiety ! Thus to blaſpheme againſt 
God, and the ſovereignty of the people, from whom all go- 
vernment originated, and in whom the Almighty has in- 
veſted the right of chooſing their governors, and of caſhier- 
ing them for miſconduct. We have read of hundreds of 
kings being dethroned, but never did we read of God be- 
ing dethroned once.—T ſhall wave this ſubject for the pre- 
ſent, and proceed to give the Devil his due; and however 
deficient I may be, in doing him juſtice as far as theſe few 
pages will admit, the reader, I hope, will excuſe, as I ſhall 
treat the great perſonage under conſideration with the 


utmoſt candour. 


Gentlemen, you will no doubt acknowledge that the 


Devil has rights, and many rights, ſuch as no earthly mo- 


narch ever poſſeſſed, If ſo, I ſhall make it my chief deſign 
to inveſtigate thoſe rights and privileges, and point out (as 
far as my ſlender abilities will permit) in what thoſe ex- 
traordinary rights and privileges conſiſt, for which I am 
now contending. | 


I have nothing to expect but condemnation for this 


attempt, notwithſtanding the purity of my intentions; ſome 
furious 


us 
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furious bigot will exclaim, © to hell with the deteſtable book 
and its abominable author! To the ſtake with all the De- 
vils thou art going to, and whoſe rights thou art vindicat- 
ing, thou wicked and impious writer!“ | 


Ah, well, be it ſo. TI conſent to be condemned with 
my little book, that ſtirs up your pious wrath ſo much, if 
we deſerve it. But at leaſt grant me a little further hear- 
ing, before you come to this harbarous extremity, If dif- 
ferent beings have different rights, ſurely it cannot be cri- 
minal to adjuſt them. The Rights of Men and Women 
have been ably handled, but I do not recollect that the 
Rights of the Devil have ever been a topic of diſcuſſion. 
You have already allowed that he has rights, and no man 
can contend againſt it. Therefore it is a matter of im- 
portance to diſcriminate between thoſe rights and the rights 
of mortals. Should I ſucceed as well in laying before you, 
and diſcovering to you, The Rights of the Devil, as the 
aforeſaid Rector did with his Rights of God, I think that 
will be as much as you ought to expect, and that you will 
do me the juſtice to acknowledge it. 


If ſome of the doArines which probably I may ſlightly 
touch ſhould be deemed “ libellous, ſeditious, and diabo- 
lical,“ by ſome of my readers, it will be neceſſary to in- 
form them, that they are conſtitutional as well as juſt and 
rational; I hope, therefore, the public will judge candidly 


of my performance, and honour it with their approbation.

The Rights of the Devil. 


A SLIGHT ACCOUNT OF THE KINGDOM 
OF BEELZEBUB. 


* V V ITH regard to it origin——Moſt writers 
when they undertake to give only a plain deſcription of a 
city, caſtle, citadel, or building, though but little renowned, 
commonly begin with its origin, and ſeldom fail to praiſe 
him who was the founder of it. For this reaſon, when 
we read the deſcription of Thebes, you are informed at 
the ſame time Amphion was the founder of it. . Of Ba- 
bylon, you find laviſh praiſes on the celebrated Semiramis. 
No author ever gave a deſcription of Carthage, without 
making mention of the fair and unhappy Dido. Of Rome, 
without adding an encomium upon Romulus, In ſhort, 
they never name the famous city of Anvers, nor its ſtrong 
fortifications, without naming the celebrated Ferdinand de 
Toledo, Duke of Alba, who had them conſtructed by his 
engineer Paloto, who boaſted a greater knowledge of for- 
tifications than any of his cotemporaries, 


But whatever panegyrics, may be beſtowed upon the 
moſt conſiderable, renowned or wonderful thing the uni- 
verſe ever contained, it is evident there never was, or ever 
will be, any palace, city or kingdom, that can boaſt ſo an- 
cient an origin, ſo illuſtrious a founder, or ſkilful an ar- 
chitect, as that of hell, the kingdom of Beelzebub. No 
ſkill or power to be compared with that which founded 
bell; it is the workmanſhip of the ſupreme, omniſcient, 
omnipotent Being, the creator of every thing, who, as the 
W doth teſtify, has lighted a fire there. Yea, ſays 

„ he, 
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he, it is a place deep and large; yea, it is prepared for the 
king, and is compoſed of wood, and the breath of the 
Lord, like a tream of fire doth kindle it. It is a vaſt king- 
dou and pertet, as the founder is perfection; therefore 
cannot do wrong, His works therefore are above all cri- 
ticiſm and reproach. Jt is unjuſt to God as founder, to 
ſpe:k ii of hell: it is inſulting revelaticn, which teſtifies 
that the whole works of God, not excepting hell, are not 
ſimple but very good. © And God ſaw all that he had 
made, and behoid it was very good.“ 


II. Its ſituation. If we refer to all the teſtimonies 
of antiquity, either heathen or chriſtian, upon this point, 
they all agree to a man, that it is in the centre of the world, 
and in contact with the great loadſtone. Anaxagorus the 
philoſopher, was of this opinien, that it was ſituated in 
the centre, and who, when he was juſt expiring, being 
aſked by his friends where he would chuſe to be buried, 
replied, wherever you pleaſe. * For” ſays he, in what- 
ever place upon the earth you may lay my body after my 
death, it will have no greater way to go from either ſide of 


the globe, to make its way to hell.” A reply conſonant to 


truth, and founded on the ſureſt demonſtration of geometry. 
And that it is in contact with the great loadſtone, ſeems to 
me to be an ind'fputable fact: for as the compaſs- needle is 
irreſititly attrated by the loadſtone, to its favourite pole, 
ſo are the ſouls of men attracted and directed by the at- 
trattive power of Lucifer's kingdom, that we ſee them 
flocking there daily, ſeemingly without exception, either for 
eſtate, dignity or profeſſion. It is further confirmed by 
by this common obſervation, that all good things are 
placed in the middle. The ſun, the ſoul of nature, is in 
the centre of the univerſe for the ſame reaſon. And vir- 
tue, which is the moſt eſtimable thing in heaven and earth, 
is always found in the juſt centre, as every one knows, 
who have the leaſt tincture of morality. Theſe conſider- 


ations raiſes the glory of hell to a very great pitch. 


III. Its 
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citizen. — We find in hiſtory (both ſacred and profane) 
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III. Its duration and ſtability. It has been doubted 
formerly, by a ſe d, that this empire would laſt only for a 
certain time, after which it would be deſtroyed like other 
kingdoms and empires. But thank God, no ſuch thing is 
likely to take place, and happily that ſeR itſelf has been de- 
ſtoyed and not one partizan left. Theſe are they who wiſh 
to annihllate the internal regions with ſo much ardour, that 
if they could find a chief to lead them, we ſhould ſee them 
like ſo many Titans, ruſhing on, beſieging hell, drawing 
Lucifer from his throne, overturning his palace, and bury- 
ing himſelf and ſubjects in the ruins. Vain projet! fo 
much the more foolith and raſh, as an empire never had a 
ſteadier foundation, nor was leſs ſubjeRt to the dread of 
ſuch a revolution. Heaven and earth ſhall paſs away, but 
hell endureth for ever. It is hell alone which ſhall continue 
as long as God's own juſtice, which he informs us ſhall 
burn eternally. Theſe are the only flames which can be 
really ſtiled everlaſting. 


IV. Its eaſineſs of acceſs.— Truth itſelf informs us 
that « Wide is the gate, and broad is the way, and many 
« there be which go in thereat, ſo that, in ſhort, there 
are thouſands travelling thither every hour and minute of 
the day—ſome in coaches and fix, others in chariots ; 
ſome in poſt-chaiſes, ſome in phaetons, ſome in waggons, 
ſome in litters, ſome in ſedans; ſome on foot, ſome on 


horſe- back, ſome on aſſes, ſome on mules, ſome on camels, 
| ſome on dromedaries, ſome on elephants; and all theſe 


joyous travellers purſue their rout moſt delightfully, laugh- 
ing, ſinging, dancing, eating, drinking, ſporting, and re- 
Joicing ; ſome with their friends, ſome with their relations, 
ſome with their wives and children, ſome with their whores 
and baſtards. Yea, every one makes the beſt of his way 
in joy, and exerts all his might and cunning to expedite his 
excurſion to Beelzebub's kingdom, where he is received 
with open arms, and honoured with the privilege of a free- 


that 
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that this journey, of all others, is undertaken with the 
greateſt delight; and that the greateſt ſouls have not al- 
ways waited till death in iis natural and uſual courſe has 
ſeparated their anxious ſpirits from the terreſtrial priſons in 
which they were confined, but, to arrive the ſooner at their 
happineſs, have given themſelves the finiſhing ſtroke. This 
was the caſe with Saul, the firſt Iſraelitiſh king, ſo often 
ſtiled the Lord's anointed ; and of the Apoſtle in whom 
Chriſt had placed ſo great confidence as to intruſt him 
with the management and poſſeſſion of his purſe. The 
| fame has been handed down to us of Pontius Pilate. We 
alſo know that it was frequently the cuſtom among the 
demi-gods, heroes, and other great men, ſuch as Hercules, 
Ajax, Themiſtocles, and Hanibal, ſo Mithridates, Marius, 
Brutus, and Caſſius, with Cato, Nero, and ſeveral others. 
Even poets and philoſophers have ſhewn the ſame ardour- 
to get ſoon to hell; witneſs Ariſtotle, Calanſes, Cleom- 
brotes, Empedocles, Ariſtarchus, Lucretius, and Cornellius 
Gallus, with the celebrated Spiera, of later date. In ſhort, 
we need not recur back to the annals of ſcientific or heroic 
hiſtory, we have numberleſs inſtances among the inhabi- 
tants of our own nation (which eſteems itſelf the wiſeſt, 
braveſt, and molt philoſophical of all nations in the world) 
who cut their throats, blow out their brains, hang them- 
ſelves, and drown themſelves, with all calm deliberation 
poſſible, of which there have been many recent inſtances, 
W hence then doth this proceed ? but from a lively ardour, 
a violent paſſion they poſſeſs of going quickly into hell, to 
ſhew to the world that they are moral agents, and to diſ- 
cover the eaſy acceſſibility to the kingdom they are haſtening, 
whither they are conſcious they cannot arrive ſoon enough 
with all the haſte they can make, or the pains they inceſ- 
ſantly beſtow. The women are as fond of ſhewing their 
zeal in this point as the men. For inſtance, the lovely 
Dido, the unhappy Jocaſta, the chaſte Lucretia, the fair 
and gallant Cleopatra, the tender Portia, the charming and 


heroic Arria, and othe;s, who have haſtened themſelves to 
| the 
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the infernal regions, where they doubtleſs poſſeſs the moſt 


diſtinguiſhed apartments, which their OM NY faithfulneſs 
hath ſo well deſerved. 


V. Its inhabitants in general. ——Notwithſtanding 
what I mentioned juſt before, with reſpect to the ladies 
being allotted the firſt apartments, we are aſſured from 
great authority, that this honourable diſtinction is diſputed 
with them, by a ſet of men who are always determined to 
rule the roaſt, and keep the upper hand in every place they 
come to. Theſe honourable and overbearing perſonages 
are no other than our reſpectable prelates, our dignified 
eccleſiaſtics, our bad men in black, who have ever been 
accuſtomed to aſſume and maintain the firſt places on 
earth, and it is but juſt they ſhould be allowed the ſame 
privileges in hell; indeed it would be injuſtice to refuſe it 
them, if we reflect but ever ſo little upon their conduct in 
this world. What do they not contrive and execute to en- 
title them to that great reward? Are they not the greateſt 
enemies to religion and morality ? Do not ſome, whoſe am- 
bition, factions, cabals, political principles, and deſperate 
crimes, have placed them near to the ears and hearts of 
kings and princes, under the ſpecious notion of giving their 
children inſtruction, and training up their minds to virtue 
do they not, I ſay, inſtead of this, drag them to hell with 
them, by teaching them to falſify their promiſes, to oppreſs 
their ſubjects, to violate and break the moſt ſolemn oaths 
(like themſelves) to ſtir up needleſs wars, and perſecute 
religion in thoſe who profeſs it in all its purity ? In ſhort, 
they ſtick at nothing to make them worthy of honour at 
the court of Lucifer. 


Do not the young foppiſh parſons, ſpruce in powdered 
wigs, and bands clear ſtarched, with golden ſnuf-boxes in 
their hands, and the rich brilliant glittering on their fingers, 
exclaim with declamatory vehemence from the pulpit, 
againſt the luxury of the world, and whilſt the Burgundy 
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is ſparkling in their eyes, and glowing in their cheeks, and 
te plump ſleekneſs of their perſons beſpeaks them Eli's 
ſons, fed with the fat of every offering, take on them to 
inſpire their hearers with a love of abſtinence, and rend 
their very lungs to prove its indiſpenſible neceſſity. 


In the ſame claſs, behold thoſe pampered biſhops whoſe 
inſatiate avarice has beſieged their prince with mean' ſer- 
vilities, with flatteries, and importunities, day after day, 
till they have at length teazed him out of preferments 
ſufficient for their luxury and covetouſneſs. There are 
thoſe who profeſs to lay down their lives for their flocks : 
But, alas! we find the ſheep utterly forſaken by them, and 
left to hirelings, who care not a farthing about them, only 
with reſpe& to the fleece of which they rob them. Theſe 
are the daubers with untempered mortar, the wolves in 
ſheeps cloathing, who pretend they are © moved by the 
« Holy Spirit” inſtead of emolument. When the fact is, 
they are no more moved by that Spirit than Simon Magus, 
or Alexander the copper-ſmith were, whom the Devil 
himſelf raiſed up, and ſent into the vineyard. Theſe are 
the ſort of worthies who talk on Sundays, about peace, 
love, charity, concord, communion, love to enemies, and 
good- will to all men; when perhaps every day in the week 
befides, both in public aud private, they are drinking 
Damnation to the Preſbyterians.“ They preach charity, 
yet, by their example, inſpire hatred. They pray to God 
for unity, peace, and concord, while they themſelves are 
uſing every art and machination to ſet the people at va- 
riance, and ſow civil contentions among them, in order 
that they may the more eaſily fleece them. 


A ſeditious fellow, of the above deſcription, at Oxford, 
often makes his appearance among the mechanics of large 
populous manufacturing towns, ſometimes in three- penny 
ſermons, ſometimes in falſe, wicked, ſcandalous, and mali- 


cious hand- bills, and frequently in the newſpapers (his 
i | name 
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name I forget, but he was engaged and very buſy in the 


Divine Riots, of 1791, for Church and King). 


What can you ſuppoſe all this is for? Why, for no- 
thing more than to get in favour with their great maſter 


Lucifer, in order to gain a preference in his kingdom. 


You ſee alſo the youthful prieſt, as bold as impious, 
breathe into the heart of a young charming innocent, at 
the foot of the altar (if ſhe is ſimple enough to hearken 
to him) in the ſame manner as the Old Serpent did into 


the ear of our firſt mother Eve, a baſe love, whereof he 


very often enjoys the criminal firſt- fruits himſelf. . 


Now all theſe things, they tell you, are done for the 
glory of God. — But, alas | they are for the glory of Lord 
Lucifer, whoſe loyal * and whoſe ſole right and 


property * are. 


Theſe are the moſt numerous of all Lucifer's ſubjects, 
except the military, for next to the clergy, the military are 
the moſt devoted, which may be ſeen by the ardour they 
diſcover on all occaſions in the ſervice of their Grand 
Maſter and Monarch, Lucifer. Nothing diminiſhes the 
zeal of ſoldiers, no hardſhips or calamities can intimidate 
them from the purſuit of their Maſter's intereſt. Captivity, 


priſons, fetters, chains, ſlavery or death, give no check to 


their activity; but havock and devaſtation are the works 


of their hands. See how theſe heroes leave every thing 
near and dear behind them. Their trades are nothing in 


compariſon to the intrinſic acquiſitions of the ſoldier, who 


ſacrifices every thing to the pleaſure of murdering his 
fellow- creatures. How many of theſe Engliſh ſans-culottes 
have left twenty-five, and even thirty ſhillings per week, 
within theſe ſix months paſt, to gain in return ſix-pence 
a day, to be food for gunpowder, and to diſtinguiſh them- 
ſelves : as the beſt friends and warmeſt advocates for Satan's 

kingdom, 
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kingdom. Mark! what diſintereſtedneſs! Surely Lucifer 
has ſome right to ſuch property as this! Only examine 
their faces and their fizures, both will declare to you 
whom they ſerve, and whoſe they are. Their pale com- 
plexions, their tawny countenances, their tanned hides ; 
in ſhort, the whole of their meagre bodies, have more the 
appearance of carcaſes or ſkeletons than of human figures. 
Their bodies, I ſay, loaded with wounds, exhauſted by 
labours which they have undergone, with diſtempers which 
conſume them, with vermin which gnaw them while alive, 
with hunger which devours them, with exceſſive heat, 
and rigorous cold which they experience and endure with 
courage and delight, for a poor and wretched ſtipend, plainly 
ſhew that the moſt powerful and predominant of all their 
paſſions, is their defire for the infernal regions. And this 
is further confirmed by the ardent exclamations with which 
they conclude every ſentence they pronounce; ſuch as, The 
devil take me! The devil ſeize me! The devil choak me! 
The devil fly away with me! &c. &. Which ejaculations 
certainly expreſs their earneſt wiſh to go to Lucifer's king- 
dom. The devil will never deny his right to fuch pro- 
perty as they are. 


J had like to have omitted informing you that the mi- 
litary are accompanied with their officers even in hell; and 
why not? They are fond of leading the dance with them 
on earth, and ſurely ought to partake of their pleaſures in 
hell. They are led by their officers by thouſands every 
day, with colours flying, muſic playing, and drums beat- 
ing, amidſt the acclamations of all who ſee them on their 
Journey to Pluto's regions. There is no exception of per- 
ſons in the military, they go unanimouſly, hand in hand. 
There you ſee them travelling in ſocial union, with won- 
derful contraſt; generalliſſimo and private, general and 
drummer, duke and corporal, prince and ſerjeant, king sand 
ſerjeant-majors, emperors and adjutants, in moſt part of 
Europe, vieing with each other in their various tactical 
knowledge, 
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knowledge, to diſcover who has the greateſt ability, in get- 
ting tenants in the greateſt numbers, to occupy Beelze- 
bub's kingdom. Witneſs the ſcenes now exhibiting on the 
other fide the water : what bravery is diſplayed by Engliſh, 
Dutch, Pruſſians, Auſtrians, Heſſians, Hanoverians, &c. 
of all ranks and degrees, from the prince to the private, in 
order to tranſport themſelves to the infernal regions; and 
none can be more deſerving than thoſe who take up the 
ſword in defence of their common maſter, for the expreſs 
purpoſe of peopleing his kingdom. Go on then, ye ve> 
terans, hide your truſty blades in the bowels of your bre- 
thren : your laurels ſhall cleave to your brows in never- 


fading and glowing colours: and ſatan ſhall crown you with 


everlaſting honours, 


The learned limbs of the law are like to be noticed for 
their zeal and exertions in favour of Lucifer's kingdom; 
for, like the military, they purſue their journey with pleaſure 


and delight, notwithſtanding the great burden they bear the 


whole of the road, becauſe they carry their works along 
with them, and muſt of courſe be heavy laden. Witneſs 
the written volumes of the law, in general, excluſive of the 
enormous collection of caſes adjudged, and not adjudged, 
abridgments, digeſts, reports, vade mecums, dictionaries, 
grammars, treatiſes, &c. &c. ſo admirably well calculated 
for oppreſſion, chicanery, and fraud; ſo that in fact, 
they have more the appearance of London porters than any 
thing elſe. It is impoſſible to deſcribe the indefatigability 
of the gentlemen of the robe in haſtening their journey to 
hell, How will they plead the cauſe of Lucifer till they 
are ready to drop to the earth, covered with ſweat and ex- 
ceeding faint, by torturing their ſtentorian lungs, in;diſputing 
with each other, who has the pre-eminence in rendering 


| Lucifer the moſt eſſential ſervices; that one may ſafely in- 


fer, that the devil never loſt a ſuit in a court of judicature 
ever fince his rights have been vindicated by theſe worthy 


gentlemen, Would it not then be madneſs in the extreme, 
| to 
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to ſuppoſe they will not participate in the rewards ſo libe- 
rally beſtowed by Lucifer, to all who ſerve him faithfully 
in the advancement of his kingdom? They are accompa- 
nied with their faithful attorneys, their petyifoggers, their 
underſtrappers, their bailiffs, and their juries who are 
bribed. Indeed I have known juries go thither, the whole 
twelve in a box together, like blind ' beggars with their 
ſnouts muzzled, and even covered with blood in their 
maſter's ſervice. I need not inform you that they have 
rings through their noſes, through which goes a cord, and 
that the j——e has one end in his hand whereby he pulls 
and tugs their ſnouts againſt the edge of the box, until 
their verdict is conſonant to his wiſhes. Therefore it 
would be injuſtice not to allow them ſome conſiderable 
right to the favour and protection of Lucifer, as no tribe 
can ſerve him better than they can. 


Again, the inhabitants of this vaſt empire, arrive con- 
tinually from all quarters of the giobe. There are Eng- 
liſh, Scotch, Welch, Iriſh, Dutch and French, Spaniards 
and Portugeſe, Italians and Germans, Savoyards and Swils, 
Varaſdins, Talpacks, Crapalks, Croats, Wallachians and 
 PandoÞ&, Hungarians and Bohemians, Pruſſians, Poles, 
Saxons, Swedes, and Maſcovites; Laplanders, Sarmatians, 
Perſians, Arabs and Tartars, Arminians and Abyſſinians, 
Moors, Ethiopians, Turks, Jews and Barbarians, Indians 
and Tonquineſe, Chineſe and Malabaric, Moguls and 
Hottentots, Batavians, and Japaneſe, Africans and Ameri- 
cans, of every country and every colour, in a word all the 
nations and people who do, or ever have dwelt upon the 
ſurface of this extended globe are there aſſembed as in a 
general rendezvous, which makes it the moſt populous of all 
other kingdoms, eſpecially as there is no ſuch thing as 
emigration, from the infernal land. | 


VI. Its government. Me haye a long time diſputed, 


and are not yet * in this point, what is the beſt and 
moſt 
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moſt advantageous form of government for any nation, and 
for the people whereof it conſiſts. Some are for a demo- 
cracy, others for ariſtocracy, and others for monarchy. 
Although each of theſe opinions has its favourites, and is 
ſupported by very ſolid reaſons; it nevertheleſs appears cer- 
tain that monarchy prevails over the other two, becauſe 
the four great empires which ſucceeded one another in the 
world, and exiſted near two thouſand years, all adopted and 
followed a monarchical form of government. And it ap- 
pears to be an indiſputable fact, that this is the govern- 
ment of the infernal empire (viz.) an abſolute monarchy. 
It is undoubtedly the beſt form of government for the mo- 
narch, whatever it may be for the ſubjects, becauſe the 
devil aſſumes the power of the whole maſs of beings col- 
lectively, and conſequently can make what aggrandizement 
he pleaſes at the expence of his vaſſals, and they dare nor 
grunt their diſapprobation. Thus you ſee the devil has 
a right and property in his ſubjects, as he, like earthly 
monarchs, can rob and plunder them at his pleaſure, and 
is accountable to no one for his deeds, for it is an eſtabliſhed 
maxim © that kings can do no wrong.” Therefore Lu- 
cifer, as king of hell, cannot a& amiſs. But you are ready 
to aſk, from whence did the devil derive theſe ineſtimable 
rights and privileges? Did the people, his ſubjects, give up 
their rights? No: he acquired them by aſſumption: and 
by God's permiſſion, he has poſſeſſed thoſe valuable rights 
through a ſeries of ages, and will continue to enjoy them 
for ages to come, as there is no heir apparent to ſucceed 
him, Is not thoſe Rights of the Devil, with reſpect to 
the length of time he enjoys them, far ſuperior to the 
rights of earthly kings? certainly they are; as hiſtory fur- 
niſhes us with documents to prove that he has exerciſed 
thoſe rights through a ſucceſſion of ages, already near ſix 
thouſand years; and will undoubtedly enjoy them.as many 
more. The infernal monarchy, according to hiſtory, ap- 
pears to have been original; for I do not recollect reading 


of any other previous to the eſtabliſhment of a monarchial 
B government 
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government in hell by the puiſſant Lucifer. Why thou 
fool, ſays ſome of you, how ſhouldſt thou hear of its hav- 
ing a preſident, ſince its originality is unqueſtionable, and 
all other a6/o/ute monarchies, are but emanations from that 
primary authority, having their exiſtence from that very 
ſource. Hell is the fountain head, and all terreſtrial mo- 
narchies, I ſay, are but corrupted waters in compariſon 
with the fountain which ſupplies them, notwithſtanding no 
labour has been loſt on the part of the monarchs in all ages 
and kingdoms, to render their governments pure like their 
original. Yet Hell is the moſt peaceable, and juſtice therein 
the beſt adminiſtered, of any other kingdom I ever heard 
of! No wars! no riots! no tumults or inſurrections! no 
traitorous correſpondence! no ſedition or attempt to alie- 
nate the affections of Lucifer's ſubjects from his perſon! 
no attempt to vilify and bring into contempt the conſti- 
tution of the empire! But on the contrary, the virtues 
moſt prevalent, are unity, peace and concord, throughout 
the whole of Lucifer's dominions. In hell, the public 
tranquility is never diſturbed in no ſtate or apartment. 
There you will hear of no ſuch odious names, as Paine 
or Prieſtley to alarm and terrify you by their endeavours to 
ſubvert the government of the country. There will be no 
Birmingham Roberſpieres to affright, or diſturb © the 
loyal Job Nott,” when he Jays down his head, on the lap 
of his mother, of whom poor Job has ſuch dreadful ap- 
prehenſfions. | 


Go on, thou loyal true blue, and] purſue thy journey 
with diligence, and fear not, for thou mayeſt aſſuredly de- 
pend upon a welcome reception by king Lucifer, but more 
eſpecially if thou art accompanied by thy conſort Betty 
Martin, no queſtions will then be aſked, the mark in your 
foreheads will teſtify whoſe ſubjects you are. Hail ! happy 
Job and Betty! Two faithful pot companions; greet the 
brethren of the houſhold with a kiſs, when you enter thoſe 
happy realms, where loyalty and unanimity eyer dwells.

Who can avoid contemplating the happineſs of Job when 


undiſturbed by his enemies. There is no ſuch thing as a 
Jacobin in hell, no more than there is in Wales*; and the 
names of Paine, Prieſtley, and in ſhort the names of all 
modern reformers, are deteſtable there as well as here; no 
projets of reform are recognized there; in fact, there is no 


neceſſity, the conſtitution being in its primitive purity, 


which is rendered manifeſt by the deſire anti- republicans 
and others ſhew in their emigration thither. What has 
been left undone by the celebrated Job Nott, the more 
effectually to ſecure to himſelf a place at the helm of affairs, 
in ſatan's kingdom? Has not every thing in his power 
been done, to obtain the favour of his maſter Lucifer? 
Certainly Job has been a very zealous friend in his maſter's 
ſervice, which was very conſpicuous in his conduct in the 


Birmingham riots; and he is entitled to patronage and pro- 


motion in the court of Lucifer, in whom the ſole right of 
confering places, honours, penſions, and emoluments is 
veſted. Job's literary productions have alſo contributed 
very much to the population of the infernal regions; which 
will undoubtedly prejudice the inhabitants greatly in his 
favour. Methinks I hear ſome of you ſay that I am jea- 
lous of the honour about to be done to Job: no, no; far 
be it from me to envy any man: for I declare to Job and 
all the world, that neither envy, hatred, malice, or uncha- 
ritableneſs ſhall ever find place within me. 


VII. As I have given you ſome deſcription of hell, as 
a great and extenſive empire, with an account of the go- 
vernment thereof, and hinted at a few of the rights the 
devil enjoys therein ; I ſhall now trace thoſe rights a little

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farther and diſcover to you the influence he has over the ; 
whole ſurface of the habitable globe. 5 


FIRST, —As J obſerved before, hell is the fountain, the 
grand centre where all the lines of manarchy meet—are | 
concentrated and blended together, in one general point. 
The devil is the body, and tyrants and their abettors are 
the branches and leaves, its fruit is of various complexions 
and of various ſizes, but whoever taſteth thereof ſhall ſurely 
die. I ſhall ennumerate a few of thoſe fruits which are ge- 
nerally viſible, ſuch as avarice, covetouſneſs, luxury, luſt, 
debauchery, inceſt and adultery; pride, ambition, vain | 
glory, thirſt for filthy lucre, ribbons, garters and other 
play-things; titles, dignities and honours, with others of a 
darker complexion; as cruelty, revenge, murder, and war, 
with all the evils attending it. In ſhort if all the earth was 
paper and the ſea was ink, it would be inſufficient to record 
the crimes, committed by all the popes, emperors, kings, 
princes, cardinals, monks, and friars; archbiſhops, biſhops, 
prieſts, deacons, and the long train of etceteras, including 
gentlemen of the law, and divinity, which might be added 
ſince their eſtabliſhment, all of which they clap on the back | 
of king Lucifer, as the author, with a view of doing him 
the greater honour; his influence therefore in this particu- 
lar muſt be very great. 


SECONDLY,—We are informed by Holy Writ, that 
Satan is © Prince of the Powers of the Air;“ if ſo, his 
influence mult be ſenſibly felt by all men in all parts of the 
world, from the king to the peaſant; thus he ſtirred up 
Cain to ſlay his brother, in the days of Adam. And where 
we firſt read of Kings, it is prefaced with the Battle of the 
Kings, conſequently they were under the Devil's influence, 
and bloody beings from the firſt ; and how can it be ex- 
pected otherwiſe, when they forſake and deſert the God of 
Peace, and enliſt under the banners of Satan, to whoſe 

| ſervice they are devoted. How very great muſt be his 
influence 
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influence thus to compel thoſe ſacred perſons to ſeek, by 


battle, each others deſtruction on earth, in order that they 
may the ſooner arrive at the internal regions, 


What an earneſt folicitude and anxiety did the children 
of Iſrael ſhew, when they requeſted of the Lord a king to 
reign over them, to go before them, to fight their battles, 
and conduct them with greater ſpeed to the kingdom they 
were haſtening. So the Lord yielded to their importuni- 
ties, and in his diſpleaſure, becauſe they rejected him from 
reigning over them, he gave them Saul, a man of the 
ſynagogue of Satan, to be a ſcourge and a curſe unto them, 
for their horrid ingratitude, all the days of his life. The 
fate of that unhappy people, in conſequence of their deter- 
mination in favour of royalty, was not mended in the days 
of his ſucceſſor David, whoſe horrible crimes brought an 
untimely death upon thouſands of comparatively innocent 
people, 5 | 


The hiſtory of our own country affords ſuch ſtriking 
proofs of the wickedneſs of Kings' hearts, that human na- 
ture muſt ſhudder at the bare recital. —Surely no one will 
deny the Devil his right to ſuch characters as theſe. 


TriRDLY,—The Devil, when upon earth, frequently 
inhabits the bodies of both man and beaſt, 'and thereby 
actuates them in ſuch manner as may beſt promote his in- 


a | tereſt, This is an excluſive privilege that you perhaps 


never before noticed, but it is confirmed by the Evangeliſt, 
who has expreſsly mentioned, that many men in his days 
were poſſeſſed or inhabited by the Devil, and that he en- 
tered the herd of ſwine, and drove them into the lake. 
So that you may plainly perceive his unlimited power over 
all nations, tongues, and people; over things animate and 
inanimate; over fea and land, day and night; in ſhort, 


there is no compariſon between him and other manarchs,

who ſerve under him, with ref, ef to the different degrees 
ot power they poſſcſs. 


Moreover, we are informed by hiſtorians and others, 
that tne Devil is capabie of criminal intercourſe with both 
men aud women by copulation, ſo that he does not com- 
bat the purity of mankind by his illuſions only; but, being 
a ſpirit of uncleanneſs, will participate in the fin alſo; as a 
proof of which, it may be neceſſary to mention a few per- 
ſons with whom the Devil hath had ſuch immediate con- 
junctions, and ſome of the generations or tribes of beings 
by him begotten :—Call to mind the extraordinary births 
of Hercules, Aneas, Alexander, Servius Tullus, and 
many other heroes begotten by the falſe gods of antiquity, 
who were no other than devils; as were alſo the fauni, 
ſatyrs, and the chief of them, Pan; the prime of the In- 
cubia, called by the Hebrews, Haza; as the chief of the 
Succaba was termed Libith; and, to ſay nothing of the 
giants mentioned in Geneſis, begotten by devils, England 
hath had its Merlin begotten by an Incubus, Poitou its 
Counts beg otten of a ſuccuba (half woman and half ſer- 
pent) called Melluſine; Poland hath had princes of the 
race of ſagelloes, iſſued from another in form of a bear, 
Hungary entire nations called Huns, born of the Arlunes, 
Witches, or Fauni.—Even at this time, in the ifland of 
Hiſpaniola, by the relation of Chieza in his Hiſtory of 
Peru, a dzmon, called by the inhabitants Corowta, hath 
to do with the women, and the children proceeding from 
this conjunction have horns; as alſo, among the Turks, 
thoſe people whom they cal! Nepheſolians, are believed to 
be generated by demons ; with numberleſs other inſtances 
that might be collected to illuſtrate the power of Lucifer 
over the human ſpecies. Obſerve always, that when the 
Devil has to do with women, he is called Incubus, when 
witiz men, Succaba. As for this latter, it is certain it can- 


not generate in itſelf, for want of a place fit to receive the 
| ſeed, 


ces 
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ſeed, and to reduee it from power into action. It is harder 
to reſolve whether an Incubus can generate in one another; 


| but all agree, that the Devil can perform the natural actions 


of animals by means ſupernatural, as he ſees without eyes, 
moves bodies without contact, tranſports himſelf from one 
place to another, without commenſuration of the interme- 
diate ſpace, becauſe he has no quantity; ſo he can make 
an animal without obſerving the conditions of ordinary 
agents. Indeed, nature herſelf ſhews us wonderful meta- 
morphoſes, as of a woman's hair buried in a dunghill being 
transformed into ſerpents, and of leaves falling into water 
changed into ducks! Therefore, there is no doubt but 


Lucifer, who has a perfect knowledge of nature, can by 


application of agents to patients, produce perfect men.— 


Great is thy power, O Lucifer! and manifold are thy 


rights and privileges, thou King of hell! The power and 
privileges of the monarchs of the earth extend only over 
their own little ſtates ; whilſt thy dominion and . is 
co- extenſive with the ſurface of the globe 


The devil, like other monarchs, always viſits moſt 
where beſt received, and that is the reaſon why he is ſo con- 
tinually with the great men in Europe, in preference to any 
other of the three quarters of the world. How vaſtly buſy 
he is at preſent, in gathering together his beloved children 
on the continent; you may form a tolerable good idea from 
the havock that is now making in favour of deſpotiſm. 
Sometimes he goes out in the character of a fowler, and 
gathers his hawks in one place, his eagles in another, and 


his vultures in another. For he generally ſends his agents 


firſt to kill the game, that he may have only the trouble of 
gathering them, 


At othert times he amuſes himſelf with fiſhing with 
the draught net, and never fails to take great quantities 
of fiſh, particularly the king-fiſh, &c. &c. which he de- 
. in: that J have often wondered he has not been en- 

By titled 
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titled the real king- fiſner, which would certainly be very 
apropos to ſuch an amuſement. Though IT have ob- 
ſerved that he is fond of the king fiſh, I do not mean to in- 
timate any diſlike that he has to the other ſorts of fiſh, elſe 


why did he caſt his net for thoſe ninety-two black fiſhes 


which were being exported from the then kingdom of 
France in the year 1792. 


This game that I have juſt hinted at is ſuch, that no 
one dare take either a fowl or a fiſh, but Lucifer himſelf, 
whoſe right and property it is alone, without regard to 
nation or country: and this right is confirmed to him by 
a charter, which all the powers on earth are ſubject to; 
hence originated all other game laws of inferior degree, in 
all countries. For as the ſovereigns of Europe are ſubject 
to that charter in behalf of Lucifer, ſo have they made 
laws, to prevent their ſubjects from obtaining game alſo. 
There are many among you can recollect the great draught 
of fiſhes taken by Lucifer in the laſt German war (and 
which was certainly his right) when 886,000 fine fiſhes 
of different nations were caught in one net. And there 
are ſtil] more of you that can remember the affair of a later 
date, when 100,000 of our countrymen were enſnared in 
the nets of the fowler and fiſher. Who! beſides Lucifer, 
ever had ſuch parks or foreſts for fowling, or ſuch rivers or 
ponds for fiſhing. 


Theſe lobſters and king's fiſh, are not the only fiſh, I 
ſay, to which the devil has laid claim. But the black fiſh 
and all other forts he has ſome ſhare in and right to. Nor 
are the eagle, the hawk, and the vulture,the only fowls to 
which he claims right: no, there is the black bird *, which 
much reſembles the. black fiſh, a fine bird and very fruitful, 
perhaps equal in number to all the other part of the fea- 
thered tribe: this bird he eſteems a valuable one, notwith-

ſtanding he has but little trouble in enticing it into the net, 
which when once in there is no poſſibility of eſcaping. 


FourRTHLY.—All thoſe men of whatever deſcription or 


whatever country they may belong to, in whom the devil has 
right and property, and over whom he extends his influence, 
are like wolves, eaſily diſtinguiſhed from the ſheep, to which 
he lays no claim, becauſe there is a particular mark whereby 
you may know thoſe ravenous beaſts, Moreover you will 
always find them exceedingly active in their monarch Lu- 
cifer's ſervice; they are inyeſted with full power to oppreſs 
and torture human nature, for the ſake of plundering them. 
Their iron hearts are dead to the feelings of humanity ; 
they regard not the cries of the fatherleſs, neither doth the 
cauſe of the widow come near them. Caſt an eye to the 
cruelties daily committed in the ſlave trade; reflect for a 
moment on the many thouſands of wretched Africans, who 
are tortured out of exiſtence yearly, in order to exact from 
them labour to which in juſtice they have not the leaſt 


claim. Some in the various modes of obtaining them; 


others ſuffocated in the floating baſtiles, by the ſtench and 


_ corrupted air which they breathe in the hold, while being 


conveyed to the land of ſlavery and death in the Weſt Indies, 
and thoſe who ſurvive the ſhocking treatment they experi- 
ence while on board, or are not ſwept away by diſeaſe, 
have only a worſe fate awaiting them: worked without in- 
termiſſion, and flogged without commiſeration, they are 
hurried to their eternal home, by thoſe ſavage monſters who 
have the charge of them. Thus are theſe innocent beings 
murdered by the agents and ſervants of the devil, whom 
they adore and ſerve, and whoſe right and property they are. 


FIFTHLY,—Is not the influence of ſatan very viſible in 
ſome other illuſtrious characters, the avowed enemies of 
the human race, who claim, and lay hold upon the tenth 
of the production of the earth, which have been encreaſed 


by improvement, and produced by the ſweating brows of 


other 
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other men? Can there be any juſtice in ſuch plundering as 
this? or rather, is not that man a better character who only 
ſtops you in the highway once in your life, and exacts from 
you your purſe? You will certainly anſwer theſe queſtions 
in the affirmative, and declare that we are completely hum- 

bugged by the prieſt-hood. Hence ariſes the neceſlity of 
prieſt-craf! to blind the eyes of the people, and render them 
totally ignorant and unacquainted in this important fact, 
that a prieſthood is and always has been a curſe to all na- 
tions of the earth. Ignorance in the multitude is the chief 
ſupport and only nutriment by which the vanity and pride 
of the clergy is fed. As tithe pigs fill their filthy ſties and 
black waiſtcoats of corruption. Ah! deluded ſwiniſn mul- 
titude, typified by the tithe pig; highly emblematical of 
your wallowing in the mire of church and ſtate, while the 


idle and diſſipated beings who oppreſs you, are rolling in 


luxury and debauchery at the expence of your deluſion. 
How long will you not call to Beelzebub to remove from 
you your tormenters, and take them as his right to his 


eternal kingdom. 


SIXTHLY,—T here is another claſs of men, in whom 


Lucifer has great right, and are thus deſcribed by Lord 


Chatham: © T here is,” ſays he, © a ſet of men in Lon- 
“ don who are known to live in riot and luxury, upon the 
<« plunder of the ignorant, the innocent, and the helpleſs ; 
« upon that part of the community which ſtands moſt in 
« needs of, and belt deſerves the care and protection of 
tothe legiſlature. To me, my Lords, whether they be 
& miſerable jobbers of Change Alley, or the lofty Afiatic 
<« plunderers of Leadenhall- ſtreet, they are all equally de- 
* teſtable. I care but little whether a man walks on 
foot, or is drawn by eight horſes or ſix horſes ; if his 


luxury be ſupported by the plunder of his country, I de- 


t ſpiſe and abhor him. My Lords, while I had the ho- 
* nour of ſerving his majeſty, I never ventured to look at 


« the Treaſury, but from a diſtance, it is a buſineſs I am 
| « unfit 
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« unfit for, and to which I never could have ſubmitted. 
« The little I know of in, has not fervQd to raiſe my opi- 
« nion of what is vulgarly called rhe monied intereſt, I 


* mean that P!zod ucker, that Muc , which calls itſelf 


ce the friend of Government, which pretends to ſerve this 
or that ad miniſtration, and may be purchaſed on the 
« fame terms by any adminiſtration. Under this deſerip- 
e tion I include the whole rage of commiſſioners, jobbers, 


s contractors, clothiers, and remitters.”* To theſe may 


be added, all placemen (in general) penſioners, gapers, and 
expeCtants, colle-tors of exciſe and cuſtoms, proprietors of 
miniſterial newſpapers, humane preſs gangs, &c. &c. all 


come under one claſs or denomination of Lucifer's loyal 
and loving ſubjects, who devote their whole lives to the 


ſervice of their Maſter. 


LASsT LY, To enumerate all the various characters in 
the different parts of the world, over whom the Devil 
exerciſes an eſpecial right and influence, would require an 
age. Vet you may obſerve, that I have pointed out to 
you, ſome of the moſt conſpicuous perſons who are the 
deſtined inhabitants of Lucifer's kingdom, from the regal 
oppreſſor to the meaneſt peaſant. What mean ye that 
« ye beat my people to pieces, and grind the faces of the 
« poor? faith the Lord God of hoſts.” Iſaiah iii. 15. 
« Therefore my people are gone into captivity, becauſe 
« they have no knowledge; and their honourable men 
ce are famiſhed, and their multitude (i. e. the ſwiniſh mul- 
« titude) dried up with thirſt. Therefore, hell hath en- 
« larged herſelf, and opened her mouth without meaſure, 
« and their glory, and their multitude, and their pomp, 
« 2nd he that rejoiceth, ſhall deſcend into it. Iſa. v. 13, 14. 


„ For the the leaders of this people cauſe them to err; and 


« they that are led of them are deſtroyed,” Ifa. xi. 16. 


Thus you fee the people are deſtroyed, becauſe they rid not 


the earth of ſuch hypocritical leaders or governors, ty- 


rants, or falſe teachers, and chooſe from among themſelves 
« men 


( WJ 
E men to rule over them. WO unto them that decree 
& unrighteous decrees, and that write grievouſneſs which 
* they have preſcribed: To turn aſide the needy from 
judgment, and to take away the right from the poor of 
my people, that widows may be their prey, and that 
they may rob the fatherleſs,“ Iſaiah x. 1, 2. Hence it 
appears that to take away the rights of the people is a fin, 
but to - refuſe to reſtore them when demanded, is till 
worſe; © therefore hell hath enlarged herſelf to receive 
« them.” For the people ſhall cry unto the Lord be- 
„ cauſe of the oppreſſors, and he ſhall deliver them. For, 
<« fay they, the Lord is our judge, the Lord is our law- 
« giver, the Lord is our king, he will fave us.” Again, 
4A wiſejudge will inſtruct his people, and the government 
of a prudent man is well ordered. As the judge of the 
““ people is himſelf, ſo are his officers; and what manner 
< of man the ruler of the city is, ſuch are all they that 
« dwell therein. An unwiſe king deſtroyeth his people, 
« becauſe of unrighteous dealings, injuries and riches got 
é by deceit, the kingdom is tranſlated from one people 
t“ to another,” Eccleſ. x. How careful ought men to be 
in appointing their rulers, in order to ſelect from among 
themſelves, the beit and moſt virtuous to reign over them; 
for, & a wiſe judge will inſtruct his people.“ Happy would 
it be for all nations if that were the caſe; but, alas! 
they are kept in perpetual darkneſs, ignorance, and ſlavery, 
by proclamations preventing them from reading thus 
«© an unwiſe king deſtroyeth his people.“ And what cu- 
rious ſtratagems will they not deviſe, to carry their baſe 
deſigns into effect, ſuch as wars for the protection of their 
allies, the navigation of the „Kc. &c. And even 
when theſe objects have been obtained, wars are frequer.-. y 
continued with vigour for the purpoſe of murdering one 
half of the human race, that they may with greater eaſe 
plunder the other. May the day ſoon arrive, when the 
ſower of tares will condeſcend to deliver mankind from the 


hands of tyrants, and ſatellites, and from the curſed effects 
of 
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of ſtate-craft and prieſt-craft, by gathering that impious 
tribe of inſolent paupers from among the multitude, and 
conducting them ſafe to his infernal kingdom. Deign 


| then, puiſlant Beelzebub, to ſelect thy dear children, the 


ſons of thy boſom, from among the people of all coun- 
tries, and exert thy mighty influence over them, to haſten 
their journey to thy happy realms. I believe there is no 
man ſo wicked as to deny the Right of the Devil to all the 
various kinds of property, I have mentioned in theſe few 
leaves, but eſpecially of kings, prieſts, and many others of 
the great men of the earth, who are volunteers in Luci- 
fer's ſervice. Great praiſes are due from man to Lucifer; 
for thus interfering and taking to himſelf his innumerable 
tribe, that they may not deſolate the earth, or tyrannize over 
mankind any longer. O! honourable Beelzebub, ſlacken 
not thy potent arm, nor ſuffer thine activity to diminiſh 
in bringing home thy faithful ſervants, long ripe for thy 
kingdom, moſt noble Sir ! And that no revolution or 
change, may ever take place in thy government, whereby 
thy ſubjects may eſcape thy bonds, and come to torment 


us here on earth again, is the hearty prayer of the author 


of this feeble vindication of thy ancient rights and privi 
leges. |

Further Conſolation for the Engliſh Jacobins. 


AS I have obſerved already that there is no fuch thing 
as a Jacobin in hell, ſo I again repeat it; for they are ut- 
terly averſe to its form of government, viz. an abſolute 
monarchy; and therefore, cannot be admitted citizens. 
| Immediately upon entering the infernal regions, you have
